ABOARD USS TICONDEROGA 
(AP) — Sky lab’s astronauts cam e 
safely home from m an’s longest space 
journey today, splashing down with 
pinpoint precision in the Pacific Ocean 
after 28 days and ll million miles in 
orbit. 
Just 39 minutes after touchdown. 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were hoisted 
onto the deck of this recovery carrier, 
still inside their Apollo ferry ship. 
‘‘We’re all in good shape. 
E v­ 
erything’s OK,” com m ander Conrad 
radioed as the spacecraft descended 
through the clouds and landed within 
view of USS Ticonderoga, just 
m iles aw ay. T hat indicated the 
astronauts had suffered no adverse 
physical reactions on returning to 
earth ’s gravity after a record four 
w eek s’ 
exposure 
to 
space 
weightlessness. 
Ten minutes later they climbed 
through the hatch, smiled and waved 
as the ship’s band played “ Anchors 
Aweigh” for the all-Navy Skylab crew.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
- lYesident 
Nixon and Soviet leader I>eonid I. 
Brezhnev have reached agreem ent on 
a broadly-worded declaration vowing 
to avoid nuclear war and plan to sign 
the sum m it document later today, 
sources said. 
The White House said that a midday 
signing ceremony would be held in the 
East Room. But spokesmen refused to 
disclose what would be signed. 
Other sources reported, however, 
that the document was a declaration of 
intent to reduce the risk of nuclear 
devastation. 
The agreem ent was reached as the 
two leaders looked ahead to a reunion 
sum m it in Moscow in 1974 the target 
d ate 
for 
form ally 
lim iting 
the 
awesome atom ic arsenals of the two 
countries. 
Although the surprise compact was 
cloaked in unusual secrecy, Nixon 
himself m ade a reference to the 
signing ceremony Thursday night. 
“ ITI see you at 12:30 tomorrow at the 
signing,” Nixon rem inded Brezhnev 
just before midnight as he left the 
Soviet Embassy after a banquet of 
caviar, borsch, Russian beef and fish, 
two

vodka 
and 
Soviet 
champagne. The

leaders an ­ 
nounced a t the banquet plans for their 
third suimnit. 
White House sources confirmed the 
docum ent signing in ten tio n s but 
refused Thursday night to give details, 
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saying only, “ It’s going to be an im ­ 
portant one.” 
Prior to the White House ceremony, 
Brezhnev arranged to m eet with about 
40 business leaders at Blair House to 
discuss U.S.-Soviet trade—one of the 
items of “unfinished business” he 
cited Thursday night. 
The two leaders popped a surprise in 
their banquet toasts, disclosing that 
Brezhnev had extended and Nixon had 
accepted an invitation to return to the 
Soviet Union next year for a third 
sum m it in as many years. 
The reunion could provide a forum 
for the signing of a treaty placing 
perm anent limits, and possibly calling 
for reductions, of the two nations’ of­ 
fensive nuclear weapons.

White House Thursday, the fourth day 
of their sum m it talks, set a 1974 target 
date for completing the lasting lim ita­ 
tions on the number and quality of 
strategic nuclear weapons. 
The seven-point accord is intended to 
accelerate stalem ated Strategic Arms 
lim itation Talks (SALT) in Geneva. 
The U.S.-Soviet negotiators are trying

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two fighter 
pilots have been formally accused of 
misconduct for actions during their 
years in North Vietnamese prisoner of 
war cam ps, Pentagon sources have 
disclosed 
They are the first officers to face 
such charges, which were brought by 
Rear Adm. Jam es V. Stockdale, of 
Coronado, Calif. Stockdale, a captain 
as a POW, was promoted after he 
returned home. 
The two m en are Navy Capt. W alter 
E. Wilber, 43, of Columbia Cross 
Roads, P a .,and Marine Lt. Col. Edison 
Wainright Miller, 41, of Tustin, (’alif. 
Wilber was the executive officer of a 
squadron of Phantom F4 fighter planes 
when he was shot down over North 
Vietnam June 16, 1968. 
M iller’s Marine F4 Phantom went 
down over North Vietnam Oct. 13, 1967. 
The sources said Thursday 
that 
Stockdale mailed the formal charges 
to Navy Secretary 
John 
W arner. 
Details of Stockdale’s 
accusations 
were not available. 
On May 29, eight enlisted men were 
formally charged by Air Force Col. 
Theodore Guy of misconduct during 
their years of imprisonment. 
The eight men, all foot soldiers 
captured in 
South 
Vietnam, have 
denied any im proper activities. 
Under a policy set out by former 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. I^aird, 
the Pentagon is making no formal 
charges against any of the 566 returned 
POWS. The accusations by Guy and 
Stockdale are m ade as individual 
servicemen charging other individual 
servicem en under the m ilitary code of 
justice. 
Both Guy and Stockdale w ere 
provided with m ilitary lawyers who 
helped draw up the legal papers, 
sources 
said. 
Officially, 
Pentagon 
spokesmen say they have neither 
discouraged nor encouraged any 
servicem an to take action against any 
form er POW 
Wilber has acknowledged making 
antiw ar statem ents while in captivity. 
“ I found out when I had tim e to think 
about myself, where I was, what we 
were doing, I found out that my con­ 
science bothered m e,” he said in a 
recent interview. 
A Navy m an since 1948, Wilber is 
m arried and lias three .was and a 
daughter. Miller, a Marine since 1949, 
is also m arried and has five sons.

The 42,000-ton Ticonderoga quickly 
steamed alongside tile three-ton Apollo 
and tossed a line to frogmen in tin* 
water. A crime then lifted tlx* craft and 
the astronauts to an elevator for a ride 
to the hangar deck. 
Hundreds of white-clad sailors on 
deck and millions watching television 
around the world again had a ringside 
seat to a U.S. man-in-space landing as 


the Apollo craft floated down through 
low -hanging clouds and dangling 
under three huge orange and white 
parachutes. 
“ E v ery o n e’s in su p er sh a p e ,’’ 
Conrad said as tlx spacecraft bobbed 
on 
the 
w ater 
aw aiting 
pickup. 
Frogmen im mediately leaped from 
helicopters to secure tile spacecraft 
with flotation collars. 
The T iconderoga re p o rted the 
astronauts had landed 6*2 miles from 
the ship and that the ship was 6D miles 
from the target point, indicating a 
perfect touchdown. 
The Ticonderoga steam ed to pick up 
the Apollo capsule with the astronauts 
still inside, in contrast to most earlier 
U.S. flights wlxn the spacemen were 
lifted to tlx carrier by helicopter. 
Medical requirem ents dictated tin* 
pick up method Unlay. 
Medical experts were not certain 
how tlx astronauts would react after 
returning to ea rth ’s gravity following 
record 
exposure

weightlessness so they decided tin* 
astronauts should Im* subjected to as 
little activity as possible until they can 
be exam ined in m obile m edical 
laboratories aboard the Ticonderoga. 
The landing completed an historic 
space mission that lasted 28 days and 
50 minutes. During that tune the 
spacemen circled the earth 395 tunes 
Misson Control was kept in sus|xnse 
for most of tile final 76 minutes of the 
flight 
a period when tile Apollo ship 


was out of radio contact with ground 
stations. 
The Ticonderoga’s radar picked up 
the streaking craft at a distance of 188 
miles, IO minutes before landing. 
While out of radio contact, at 9:11 
a.m ., the astronauts conducted the 
critical retrorocket burn that slowed 
their 17,100 mile-an-hour speed by 130 
miles, allowing earth’s gravity to tug 
tile spacecraft out of orbit and start the 
long glide through the atmosphere to 
the eastern Pacific. 
The refrigeration trouble caused 
considerable concern. A maneuver 
intended to correct it caused a brief 
gyroscope problem that caused the 10- 
minute delay in the astronauts’ depar­ 
ture from the orbiting laboratory. 
“ W e’re fre e ,” Conrad reported 
seconds a fte r the control center 
flashed the go-ahead for undocking 
from the 118-foot long laboratory. 
They left behind a space station 
which they had salvaged with some 
daring, difficult and often ingenious 
repair tasks after it was damaged 
during launching May 14. 
After tile undocking, tile astronauts 
made a 45-minute fl y around inspection 
of tile station, televising pictures of the

Pornography Ruling Brings Fears O f State Witch Hunts

lYosecutors and police officials are 
delighted by the Supreme Court’s new 
ruling on obscenity and many say it is 
just what they needed to lower the 
boom on dirty books and movies. 


“ If I operated one of those stores, I’d 
close like two m inutes ago,” Florida 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Ray Mark} 
said 
Thursday after hearing of the ruling. 
“ I think they are out of business.” 


Similar optimism was voiced by law 
enforcement officials a< jross the nation 
after the high 
court widened the 
definition of obscenity and said 
community standards should prevail. 
The new guidelines will perm it 
states to ban books, magazines, plays 
and motion pictures that offend local 
standards, even if they might be ap ­ 
proved elsewhere. 


Many officials felt the court had 
finally clarified the language of the 
law and they cited the difficulty and 
expense 
in 
Hie 
past of 
applying 
national standards of decency to local 
cases. 
“ I expect that in the im mediate 
future local communities can deter­ 
mine for them selves what will and 
what will not be tolerated in the nature 
of explicit sexual 
m aterial,” said 
iMirry Salmon, Floyd (xrnnty district 
attorney and chairm an of the criminal 
law section of the state bar of Georgia. 
A rkansas Atty. Gen. Jim Guy 
Tucker ccm curred. 
“ What correlation is there between a 
block in the center of New York City 
and Bald Knob, A rk.?” he asked. 
However, the 5-4 decision met with 
sharp criticism from civil libertarians, 
book and magazine publishers, movie 
theater and book store owners and pa­ 


trons of the pornographic arts. 
“T hat’s no victory for civil liber­ 
ties,” said Melvin Wulf, legal director 
of the am erican O il Liberties Union 
“T hat’s a serious setback for freedom 
of speech and of the press.” 
Jack F rantz, executive chairm an of 
the National Book Committee, said his 
group lias always argued that com­ 
munity standards m eant the American 
community at large. 
“ It’s absurd on its face that a book is 
deemed obscene, say, in Binghamton, 
N Y., and not in Carm el, Calif. It’s 
[latently unfair to the reader.” Frantz 
said. 
Tom Ferrell, m anaging editor of 
Esquire magazine, responded, “ I think 
for a national publication, it’s kind of 
scary If it m eans that there are going 
to be 50 laws governing obscenity, 
rather than one, it’s going to be very 
troublesome for everyone.” 


In Chicago, a spokesman for d ia rie s 
Levy 
C irculating 
Co., 
which 
distributes Playboy, Penthouse and 
sim ilar magazines, said the company 
does not consider them 
(Monographic 
in any way, shape or form ” and he 
foresaw no problems with the new law 
Ralph G. Haddun, 76, owner of an 
adult movie theater in Charlotte, N C , 
criticized Rh* decision. 
“ We don’t make em come in here 
We don’t go out with a shotgun. Ifs 
supposed to be a free country,” he 
said. 
After die ruling was announced 
Thursday, Stanley Marks, operator of 
three adult b(M>k stores in Cincinnati, 
closed his shops and hung out signs. 
'Hie signs said die shops will remain 
closed until “we learn fxw to interpret 
the decision.” They added, “Thanks 
for your loyalty.”

Riots Rake 
Paris Streets 


PARIS (A P) — A march by radical 
leftists against a small right-wing 
political meeting erupted into some of 
the bloodiest street fighting Paris has 
seen in five years. 
At least 76 policemen guarding the 
meeting were reported injured, one 
critically. Nine policemen were 
seriously burned in a series of battles 
on Thursday with leftist commandos 
who built street barricades and threw 
firebombs from rooftops. 
The marchers also .suffered heavy 
injuries. But figures on civilian 
casualties and arrests were not given. 
The rioting broke out in the evening 
in the I>eft Bank area and spread to 
several parts of the city. Police 
restored order early today. The 
fighting was described as among the 
most violent since the month-long 
student uprising in the spring of 1968. 
The disturbance broke out when 
roughly 1,500 leftists tried to approach 
the Mutualite Hall, where about 500 
persons were attending a meeting of 
“Ordre Nouveau,” New Order, an ex­ 
treme right-wing party. 
The session was called to protest 
what Ordre Nouveau called the 
“ illegal ummigration” of four million 
North Africans and nearly 400,000 
black 
Africans into France. The 
meeting demanded the “ expulsion of 
all 
undesirables, 
professional 
unemployed, delinquents and political 
agitators.” 
One leftist using a battering ram 
tried to break into the headquarters of 
Ordre Nouveau, but an armored steel 
door stopped him. 


Viet V iolations 
A t Low Level 


Under New Pact 


SAIGON (AP) — Fighting across 
South Vietnam fell to its lowest level in 
five months Unlay, with the number of 
Communist violations reported by the 
Saigon command down by nearly 50 
per cent. 
A communique from the command 
listed 57 Communist truce infractions 
during the 24 hours ending at dawn. It 
was the third straight day that re­ 
ported incidents had dropped far below 
the average of IOO. 
Meanwhile, a Vietnamese believed 
to be a war veteran burned himself to 
death in front of the Saigon (Cathedral. 
'Hie motive was not immediately 
known. 
On another front, a weekly liaison 
flight which is supposed to shuttle 
observers between Saigon and Hanoi 
was canceled in a dispute over 
passenger safety procedures. 
It was the second straight week that 
the U S. Air Force (130 failed to take 
off, although the recent communique 
signed in Paris to strengthen the 
cease-fire that began Jan. 28 explicitly 
calls for “ frequent and regular” 
flights between the two capitals. 
Hie U.S. embassy said the liaison 
flight was canceled at the last minute 
when the senior North Vietnamese 
delegate, Ut. Col. Huynh Van Trinh, 
refused to sign a safety certificate 
guaranteeing that the North Viet­ 
namese were not carrying any 
dangerous cargo. 
Hie embassy said the precaution 
was token to prevent a recurrence of 
an incident June 8 when an incendiary 
device concealed in the baggage of a 
North Vietnamese passenger ignited. 
Seven persons were injured and the 
interior of the plane was damaged. 
But a North Vietnamese spokesman 
accused the United States of making a 
pretext to cancel the flight in order to 
“cause obstacles” to the activities of 
the team.

Ontko says that “ we have no gas 
problems because many people just 
aren’t boating yet and may not boat all 
year.” 
Andy Dietrich, owner of Va­ 
cationland Marina in Sandusky, says 
he hasn’t been affected “ as yet.”

And why, for another example, is it 
all right for Jack Anderson to break in 
on Henry Kissinger’s privacy in the 
matter of recommending a “ tilt” to 
Pakistan in a closed meeting, but all 
wrong for Mr. Kissinger to use the only 
available means he can think of to 
catch Anderson’s informer7 There are 
pits and kettles here, and they are 
black on both sides. 
If the general Watergate spectacle 
leaves me short of righteous in­ 
dignation, however, I must say that it 
is a bit disconcerting when some of my 
fellow conservatives, who are sup­ 
posedly free marketers in principle, 
actually 
support 
electronic 
eavesdropping without specific search 
warrants in times of social turmoil. 


Bugging to catc h a suspected criminal 
is legal if and when “ due process” is 
observed. The law says that searches 
and seizures are permissible only 
when an approximate discription of 
what is to be found is offered in return 
for the warrant. Otherwise the search 
is “ unreasonable.” 
Obviously this outlaws phone- 
tapping as a catch-all device. A 
libertarian who believes in the Con­ 
stitution and the free market must hold 
that anyone who has had his phone 
tampered with in a case that does not 
come under the law of specificity is 
entitled to sue for damages. 
A 
tapped 
phone 
is clearly 
an 
adulterated commodity. 
It is like 
sugar that has been mixed with white 
sand, or horse meat offered as a cut 
from a 
prime 
Texas steer. The 
telephone company, in bringing its 
wires into a house or place of business, 
guarantees to sell privacy in com­ 
munication for a fee. If that privacy is 
invaded, a bargain is clearly at forfeit. 
The wronged purchaser has a case 
against someone, whether it bo the 
phone com|)any for not policing its 
equipment or the electronic burglar 
who has sneaked past the phone 
company’s guard. 
As a man of the world I don’t expect 
governments of any kind to act within 
the law of the free market if they think 
foreign 
enemies 
or 
domestic 
revolutionaries are the beneficiaries of 
leaks in security. But this does not 
mean that citizens who can prove they 
have been wronged are not entitled to 
collect from those who have invaded 
their rights. 
Ding ago Harold Uiski, a socialist 
who had occasional 
glimmers of 
common sense, remarked that “ all 
governments are bloody.” ll. L. 
Mencken put it another way when he 
said that government is the enemy of 
all decent and well-disposed men.

CLEVELAN D , Ohio (A P) - The 
National Weather Service at Cleveland 
says the small craft warning flag won’t 
be flying this summer at local marinas 
and yacht clubs. 
Forecaster Bill Kennedy said the use 
of flags at marinas has become ob­ 
solete. Instead, the Weather Service is 
encouraging boaters to buy VHF radio 
receivers which give continuous 
weather forecasts or listen to radio 
stations which provide such services.

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It is astonishing how careless many 
people are about the protection of their 
feet. 
In the young, when the blood supply 
is active, the problems are not nearly 
so severe as they are in the elderly. 
When arteriosclerotic changes begin in 
the arteries of the legs and the feet, 
particular care is imperative. 
When the blood vessels are normal 
and do not have calcium plaques 
within them, they are elastic and bring 
blood and oxygen to the tiniest blood 
vessels at the tips of the feet. Injury or 
infection is easily controlled. 
In the elderly, however, the blood 
supply is diminished because of the 
narrowing of the arteries. A cut, a 
bruise, or an infection of the foot may 
become complicated because there is 
not sufficient blood and oxygen in the 
areas of these tissues. 
For the elderly, thertore, the care of 
the feet is particularly important. 
People with diabetes and chronic 
circulatory problems must keep their 
feet in a constant state of cleanliness. 
Washing them with a mild soap and 
thoroughly drying them can keep the 
skin from becoming irritated and open 
to infection. 
Gentle lotions help to keep the toes 
and feet soft and lubricated. 
Tight garters must be avoided, for 
they tend to diminish the circulation of 
the blood. 
Tight supporting hose should not be 
worn unless specifically prescribed by 
a doctor. 
Fungus infections and athlete’s foot 
are common in the elderly, even

Toenails should always be cut 
straight across. Whenever possible 
this should be done by someone else, to 
be sure that there is no injury with the 
scissors.

Corns and calluses on the toes, the 
heels and bottom of the feet should 
never, but never, be cut by anyone 
other than a trained podiatrist or 
chiropodist. This is an excellent in­ 
vestment in foot health. 
Far too many limbs have been 
sacrificed because of the injuries 
people inflict on themselves by their 
own razor blade surgery. 


A slight cut with the razor blade in 
people with poor circulation opens the 
avenue for infection and invites the 
possibility of gangrene. 


Well-fitting shoes made of a soft light 
leather can prevent the blisters, the 
corns, the infections and com­ 
plications. 
Rubbing the feet occasionally with 
lanolin or cocoa butter keeps them soft 
and prevents cracking of the skin. 
Your feet deserve the care they so 
often do not get.

John Ruskin said, “ All books are 
divisible into two classes: the books of 
the hour, and the books of all time.” 
Just arrived this week are some of the 
books of the hour. Why not read a few 
and see if they will merit a place with 
the books of all time? 
Very much a book of the hour is a 
new cop book, “ Target Blue” by 
Robert Daley. Mr. Daley presents a 
close-up view of the New York City 
Police Department, its ordinary 
operations, and its inner workings. 
Many anecdotes make for interesting 
reading. You will be seeing and 
hearing about this book on TV and 
radio. 
Books about the Kennedy’s have 
been losing some of their popularity as 
books of the hour. The “ Kennedy 
Case” is a new one by Rita Dallas and 
Jean Ratcliffe. Joseph P. Kennedy’s 
nurse, Rita Dallas, tells what she 
learned of the Kennedy family while 
she cared for him during his final 
illness. 
Another book about the Mafia is 
“ Fifth Estate” by Robin Moore, 
author of “The French Connection.” In 
this novel, the Mafia infiltrates big 
international business — but one 
honest and successful director of a 
hotel chain is a holdout. 
“ Black Prince” by Iris Murdoch is a 
novel, written as if it were the 
biography of an unsuccessful novelist 
in his sixties, examining the events 
and relationships of his life. 
You will also likely hear much 
discussion about Dr. William J. 
Sweeney, Ill’s “ Woman’s Doctor.” 
Witten in collaboration with Barbara 
I^ang Stern, it is an account of a year in 
the life of New York obstetrician- 
gynecologist, Dr. William J. Sweeney, 
III. The emphasis of the book is on the 
troubles, fears, and hopes of his 
patients. 
Tom Wicker has written a novel,

about

Washington newspaperman. He is 
brought out of his obsession with his 
job by the death of his friend, Senator 
Hunt. He compares his own life to that 
of his late friend as he confronts the 
dilemma of “ whether to be a live 
politician or a dead hero.” 
A dictator takes over a large island 
near South America in “ Avima Affair” 
by Ned Calmer. Various American 
agencies afraid of another Cuba go into 
action — some of it conflicting action. 
For a dash of vicarious adventure, 
try “ La Balsa” by Vital Alsar and 
Erique Hank I,pez or “From the Nets 
of a Salmon Fisherman” by Erie 


Forrer. In “ La Balsa,” Vital Alsar, a 
young Spaiard and two companions set 
out on a raft from Ecuador to Australia 
in 1970. Illustrated with photographs of 
the expedition. In “From the Nets of 
the Salmon Fishermen” young Erie 
Forrer describes his recent adventure 
as a salmon fisherman in the Yukon. 
He describes his attempt to return to 
civilization, and explains why he went 
back to the woods for freedom. 
“ Rabbit Boss” by Thomas Sanchez 
is a long novel about men of four 
generations in an Indian family, some 
of them triumphant over white men, 
some defeated. Gayabuc first meets 
white men at the Donner pass while 
they are engaged in cannibalism. His 
great grandson in the 1950’s survives 
as a hired hand and trapper. 


Roy Hayes” “ Hungarian Game” 
tells of an American agent who utilizes 
electronic media to track down a 
Colonel of the Hungarian Secret 
Police.

A bishop on a picket line...a priest 
beaten in a labor dispute...a sidewalk 
religious service for strikers. 
These are among incidents marking 
an increasingly active role by 
American church leaders in behalf of 
various groups of striking workers. 
The tactics are mostly new, often 
controversial. 
Both Protestant and Roman Catholic 
leaders have sided with Cesar 
Chavez’s United Farm Workers union 
in its efforts to represent California 
grape workers, and a growing lineup of 
bishops are backing demands of 
strikers at an El Paso clothing plant 
for collective bargaining rights. 
In both cases, the workers are 
mostly Mexican-Americans. 
Although major religious bodies for 
years have voiced general support for 
principles of labor organizing rights, 
they usually haven’t become directly 
involved in specific labor conflicts, as 
they now are doing. 
But in “ crisis situations,” the con­ 
frontation method often is the “ best 
way of delivering the message of 
Jesus,” says the Rev. Dennis J. 
Geaney, a Chicago priest-educator, 
after a stint on a picket line outside a 
supermarket, demanding it sell only 
UFW-picked grapes.

IBM Faces 
Stiff Fines 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department is seeking a contempt of 
court citation against IBM Corp , 
asserting the giant computer firm has 
delayed producing 12,000 documents 
the government seeks in prosecuting a 
four-year-old antitrust case against 
IBM. 
But the company said late Wed­ 
nesday it too was seeking Hie contempt 
of court citation to clear up questions 
about the right of the government to 
see the documents. 
The suit, filed on Jan. 17, 1969, the 
last day of business of the Lyndon B. 
Johnson administration, charges that 
IBM has forced competitors out of a 
growing market with policies that 
offer lump prices for computers, 
related programing information and 
support services. 
Assistant Atty. Gen. Thomas E. 
Kauper wrote to U.S. District Court 
Judge David N. Kdelstein in New 
York, proposing a civil fine of five per 
cent of IBM ’s earnings for each day it 
fails to present the material or a 
criminal fine totalling $1 million. 
A five per cent daily fine was 
estimated to be about $177,000 each 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 5-4 
decision reversing a decadelong trend 
toward permissiveness, the Supreme 
Court today severely restricted the 
range of pornography protected by the 
Constitution. 
In an opinion written by Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, the court 
held: 
—Local 
community 
standards 
rather than national standards may be 
used in determining whether material 
is obscene and therefore not protected 
by the Constitution. 
—That juries and courts no longer 
need to find that material is “ utterly” 
without redeeming social value before 
they declare it obscene. 
Instead, Burger wrote, they may 
determine whether the work “ taken as 
a whole lacks serious literary artistic, 
political, or scientific value.” 
“ Hard core” pornography was the 
target of Burger’s opinion. 
“One can concede that the ‘sexual 
revolution’ of recent years may have 
had useful byproducts in striking 
layers of prudery from a subject long 
irrationally kept from needed ven­ 
tilation,” Burger wrote. 
“ But it does not follow that no 
regulation of patently offensive hard 
core’ materials is needed or per­ 
missible; civilized people do not allow 
unregulated access to heroin because 
it is a derivative of medicinal mor­ 
phines,” Burger continued in the 
majority opinion. 
He was joined by the three other 
appointees of 
President Nixon, 
Justices Harry A. Blaekmun, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr., and William H. Rehnquist, 
and veteran court member Byron R 
White. 
Burger noted that for the first time 
since the court declared obscenity to 
be beyond the protection of the First 
Amendment in 1957, “a majority of 


this court has agreed on concrete 
guidelines to isolate ‘hard core’ por­ 
nography from expression protected 
by the First Amendment.” 
Critics of a standard based on local 
community attitudes have complained 
that it would require publishers, 
motion picture producers and others to 
produce material that would meet the 
standards of the nation’s most prudish 
community.

Living Costs 
Spurts Again 


During M ay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher costs 
for food, clothing and gasoline pushed 
consumer prices up sharply again last 
month, the government reported 
today. The increase was at a slightly 
slower rate than in April, however. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau of 
I.abor Statistics reported the rise in 
the cost of living in May at six-tenths of 
one per cent. This works out to an an­ 
nual rate of 7.2 per cent, down from the 
8.4 per cent annual rate of increase 
that was projected in April. 
In a separate report, the bureau said 
the purchasing power of workers 
declined last month because of price 
increases. 
Food again accounted for a big rise 
in the cost of living, increasing nine- 
tenths of I per cent in May to a level 
14.5 per cent above a year ago. On a 
seasonally adjusted basis, grocery 
prices rose 1.1 per cent in May, off 
from the 1.3 per cent jump the previous 
month and a record 3 per cent boost in 
March. 
The over-all food index, which in­ 
cludes food purchased in grocery 
stores and restaurants, jumped 1.1 per 
cent in May seasonally adjusted. This 
followed increases of 1.4 per cent in 
April and 2.4 per cent in March.

Nasal Spray 
Investigation 


Set By FDA 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— The 
death of a 5-year-old Cleveland girl 
after allegedly inhaling a bronchial 
nasal spray has prompted a full scale 
Food and Drug Administration inves­ 
tigation of nasal sprays. 
The FDA said that “at least eight 
deaths show clear evidence of abuse 
such as spraying the drug into a bag 
from which it was deliberately in­ 
haled.” 
The Cleveland death involved 
Marcia Overfield, who died April 18. 
Coroners blamed the death on “car­ 
diorespiratory 
arrest 
following 
inhalation of Pertussin Night-Time 
Medicated Vaperizer.” 
The girl’s parents said they went 
upstairs to find the girl unconscious 
beside a bottle of the medicated spray. 
She died several hours later. 
M anufacturers 
of 
the 
spray 
suggested that the girl died after abuse 
of the product. A representative of the 
Health Research Group, which is affil­ 
iated with Ralph Nader, said the 
Overfield case offered no open 
evidence of Pertussin abuse. 
The manufacturer of the product, 
Chesebrough Ponds, Inc., of Green­ 
wich, Conn., said that in 12 years of 
marketing 
Pertussin 
Medicated 
Vaporizer, the Cleveland case “ap­ 
pears to be the first death through 
accidental misuse.” 


Firestone 
Settlem ent 
Announced 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Ten­ 
tative agreement was reached early 
today on a new contract between the 
strikebound Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co. and the United Rubber Workers. 
The new, three-ye ar agreement, 
which covers nearly 18,000 Firestone 
workers in 13 plants around the 
country, was announced jointly by 
URW International President Peter 
Bommarito and Joseph V. Cairns, vice 
president of labor relations for 
Firestone. 
Wage terms of the new settlement 
were not disclosed, although the two 
sides did reveal terms of a pension 
program, which reportedly was a 
major issue in negotiations. 
The new agreement would allow 
Firestone workers retiring at age 55 
with 30 years or more of service to 
receive an unreduced early pension. 
The pension changes are retroactive to 
April 20, when the old contract ex­ 
pired. 
Pension payments would also be 
increased from $9.50 per month per 
year of service during the first year of 
the new agreement to $9.75 the second 
year and $10 the third year. 
Disability pension payments would 
be increased from $19 per month per 
year of service during the first year of 
the contract to $19.50 the second year 
and $20 the third year.

WASHINGTON (A P)—Ohio’s en­ 
vironmental chief spent Thursday 
trying to get federal officials to extend 
the state’s deadline for meeting regu­ 
lations on sulfur oxide emissions.

courts throughout the country. 
Plea Bargaining, most lawyers and 
juries agree, can save a guilty person 
from a long and costly jury trial. It can 
often bring leniency’ in cases in which 
it’s deserved, and the promise of it has 
enticed many culprits to divulge 
valuable information. 
But if a defendant is innocent, plea 
bargaining can be a hell of guilt and 
legal entanglements. 
Leonard Schwartz, staff counsel for 
the Ohio American Civil liberties 
Union, related a typical case of abuse 
of plea bargaining: 
A man is picked up at a roadside 
restroom known by police to be 
frequented by homosexuals. In a late- 
night

from

headquarters, he is advised by his 
attorney to plead guilty to lewd and 
lascivious behavior, rather than face 
a 
court 
hearing 
involving 
homosexuality.

In cases involving blacks and poor 
people, pleading guilty saves paying 
an attorney for more of his time. If the 
attorney works for the state, or as a 
public defender, guilty pleas are a 
saving to taxpayers. Sort of. 
When Cicero Smith (not his real 
name) pleaded guilty to shoplifting, he 
avoided a charge of narcotics 
possession. The government did not 
have to pay investigators to probe the 
drug charge, but now Cicero Smith is 
back on the street, looking for ways to 
support his drug habit. 
Without plea bargaining, most court 
backlogs would grow too enormous to 
handle, Schwartz admits. 
By reaching agreements outside the 
courtroom, prosecutors and defense 
attorneys can save months of in­ 
vestigation and hearing time needed 
for more serious cases. 
But the time factor can get out of 
hand too, as one city judge pointed out. 
Judge James Pearson’s patience 
with quick skim plea bargains ended 


one day when he was forced to sen­ 
tence a chronic drunk driver on a re­ 
duced charge of reckless driving. 
In this case, the prosecutor had 
failed to read the defendant’s record 
before agreeing to the reduced charge. 
Pearson was a prosecuting attorney 
himself 12 years ago, and admits “we 
had time in those days to read every 
case. Now, there’s just no time.” 
Schwartz thinks attorneys and 
judges should take the time. 
“Plea bargaining should be done in 


chambers, with the judge as a party. 
What promises are made should be 
part of the record.” 
Before 1971, promises made in 
prosecutors’ offices to a defendant had 
the status of a gentleman’s handshake. 
Then, in a New York case, the 
Supreme Court recognized plea 
bargaining as a legitimate, even 
necessary, part of legal procedure. By 
bringing it out into the public, the court 
hoped to protect defendants caught in 
the pressures of backroom bargaining.

The audience of Russian and 
American officials rose and ap­ 
plauded, including the senior senator 
from North Carolina, Sam J. Ervin Jr. 
The President and the Communist 
leader, a study in contrasting lives and 
personalities, mounted a small plat­ 
form and there, with portraits of 
Dolley Madison and George Washing­ 
ton looking over their shoulders, sat 
down at a heavy walnut table. 
Waiting for the ceremony to begin, 
the President’s eyes swept the room 
and here and there he nodded to 
familiar faces. I^ess than 20 feet away, 
the senior senator from North Carolina 
nodded back respectfully, a perpetual 
smile curling a corner of his mouth. 
If, for a microsecond, the eyes of the 
two men met in a courteous collision of 
antagonists, it was not perceptible. But 
if they had, one wondered what were 
they thinking — the President of the 
United States, climaxing a week at 
the summit, and Sam Ervin, chairman 
of the Senate Watergate committee 
that conceivably could bring him 
down? 
But in this week of grace, with the 
Watergate hearings postponed so that 
Nixon might negotiate with Brezhnev, 
the President had the centerpiece of 
their work to complete. And he quickly 
got to it. 


He and Brezhnev first signed .an 
agreement to expand cooperation on 
the peaceful uses of atomic energy. 
They signed in unison and exchanged 
copies and signed again. 
Then they signed an agreement of 
principles designed to limit nuclear 
weapons permanently by the end of 
1974. 
Here Brezhnev’s appetite for sight 
gags proved contagious for the 
President, who rarely succumbs. 
Looking to his left, Nixon pretended to 
be racing Brezhnev to complete the 
signing, and raised his pen in sudden 
victory. 


No slouch at being upstaged, 
Brezhnev rose, leaned over and 
feigned a skeptical look at what was 
going on at Nixon’s end of the table. 
The audience laughed. 
At 3:34 the ceremony ended, the 
audience rose in standing applause 
and Brezhnev delivered a champagne 
toast: 
“ Tovarish, 
na 
vashe 
zdoroviye.” 


“ Comrade, to your health.” 
It was a special moment hearing a 
Communist call 
Richard Nixon 
comrade. 


The President and the Soviet leader 
left, and the audience filed slowly out 
of the East Room. 
A short time later, the steps of the 
North Portico were quiet again, except 
for a few happy young Russians taking 
souvenir photographs of themselves 
outside the home of the President of 
the United States.

Governor John J. Gilligan today 
announced an “ arts in the parks” 
program which will bring the Ohio 
Valley Summer Theater’s production 
of “Sing Out, Sweet I^ind” to two state 
parks and a smaller folk singing group 
to IO other state parks this Summer. 
The program is being sponsored by 
the Department of Natural Resources 
in conjunction with the Ohio Arts 
Council and Ohio University’s School 
of Theater. 
“ Sing Out, Sweet Land,” a saga of 
American 
folk 
music, 
will 
be 
presented June 30 and August ll at 
Hocking Hills State Park and July 21 at 
I^ake Hope State Park. The shows, to 
be held near the park dining lodges, 
will start at 8 p.m. 
The musical production traces 
America’s growth through its folk 
music, featuring such favorites as the 
railroader’s “ Casey Jones,” the 
romantic s “ Frankie and Johnny,” the 
drifter’s “ I ’m Going Down the Road,” 
and many others that capture the 
history of the nation. 
“This is the first time in the Ohio 
Valley Summer Theater’s 23-year 
existence that it has gone on tour in the 
parks,” Gilligan said. “ We’re happy to 
play a part by having the shows in the 
state parks.” 
The patriotic theme of “Sing Out, 
Sweet I^nd” and the commemoration 
of Ohio’s 
170th anniversary of 
statehood go hand in hand with the 
historical significance of folk music. 


Gilligan, Calabrese A t Odds Again 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
John J. Gilligan’s temper is on the 
edge of flaring these days as he tries to 
move an immovable object, Senate 
Minority Leader Anthony 0. Cala­ 
brese, D-22 Cleveland. 
For the second time in two years, 
Gilligan and his Democratic leader in 
the Senate— who, incidentally, was not 
the governor’s choice —have tangled 
over the budget. 
After 
the 
latest 
showdown, 
Calabrese and two of his followers 
voted with Republicans to pass the 
GOP version of the budget for the next 
two years. Calabrese freed the 
Democrats to “ vote your conscience.” 
It hasn’t helped the relationship 
between the two, described by most 


legislative leaders as strained at its 
best. 
Gilligan, 
the 
former 
college 
professor, is at home with theories. 
Calabrese, the Italian immigrant who 
came off the sidewalks of Cleveland, 
deals in practicalities. 
Calabrese said the governor was 
“ impractical” in trying to get more 
out of the Senate, controlled by 
Republicans 17-16. 
“ Ijet this go to conference com­ 
mittee,” said Calabrese. “ That’s 
where you work to get a compromise 
on these things.” 
The 
governor, 
he 
said, 
was 
surrounded by “ those kids” who, he 
indicated, didn’t understand the 
practical aspects of the situation. 


Calabrese was one of the first to 
notice that the GOP version of the 
House-passed budget actually ap­ 
propriated more money. 
The governor’s chief objections, 
when meeting with Calabrese and his 
assistant, Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron, was about cutbacks in pet 
spending projects, such as the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
Democrats have a 58-41 edge in the 
House, which Calabrese believes is the 
“ muscle.” The conference committee 


to work out differences is divided 3-3 
among the parties. 
Gilligan’s aides, however, admit the 
governor wanted to prove his services 
budget in the Senate. He would like to 
embarass Republicans. 
“ How can you embarrass anybody 
for giving you more money than you 
asked, even if he didn’t split it the way 
you liked?” asked a Democratic 
Senator who didn’t back Calabrese on 
his budget vote but admittedly ad­ 
mired his stand

High Costs 
Of Campaigns 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - By 1984, 
political campaigning could be a $1- 
billion election year business if 
spending continues to escalate as it has 
in the past decade. 
Congress is trying to legislate a lid. 
Watergate, and the campaign inflation 
that confronts all politicians, is likely 
to bring action. 
One Senate committee has ap­ 
proved, and another is considering, a 
bill that would set a ceiling of 25 cents 
per eligible voter on spending by each 
candidate in future campaigns for 
federal office. 
Critics say that still would be too 
much money, but at this point there is 
no ceiling on what candidates can 
spend 
Sen. A dial E. Stevenson III, D-Ill., 
who has proposed more stringent 
limits coupled with partial public 
financing of campaigns, ventured the 
$1 billion estimate of total campaign 
spending by candidates for all offices 
in the 1984 elections. 
It is a projection based on a 212 per 
cent increase in over-all campaign 
outlays between the 1960 and 1972 
elections. 
The spending pressure is indeed 
upwards. No less an authority than the 
man in charge of collecting money for 
President Nixon’s 1972 campaign has 
testified that the campaign budget 
soared to the point of overkill.

BUENOS A IRES, Argentina (AP) — 
After 
18 years of exile, 
former 
Argentine president .Juan Peron is 
attempting to pull together his 
movement’s 
feuding 
factions, 
realizing the military could once again 
sweep into power. 
After meeting with lYesident Hector 
J. Campora Thursday night, Peron 
chastised militants “ who try to in­ 
filtrate the popular ranks” and 
cautioned, “ We are not in condition to 
continue destroying ourselves.” 
“ We face a destiny pregnant with 
pitfalls and danger,” Peron said in a 
nationally televised address. He 
warned against “ those who think that 
they can capture our movement....” 
The 77-year-old former dictator 
spoke only a day after 20 persons were 
killed and more than 400 wounded 
when shooting broke out among 2 
million persons who had gathered to 
see Peron return from Madrid. 
Peron blamed leftist infiltrators for 
the violence and government sources 
said the split within the movement 
could result in a reorganization of the 
new Peronist government of lYesident 
Hector J. Campora. 
Both radical and moderate elements 
of the Peronist movement united last 
March and elected Cainpora president 
after he had been picked to run by 
Peron. Most observers concede that 
Peron most probably will be the power 
behind the new government.

Governm ent Eases 
Dividend Curbs 


W atergate W itnesses 'Stepped On' 


WASHINGTON (AIM 
- In a move 
apparently aimed at the sagging stock 
market, th** Nixon administration has 
eased its voluntary guidelines boldine 
dividend increases to t per cent a year. 
The Committee on Interest and 
Dividends Thursday gave corporations 
a choice of holding to the 4 per cent 
guideline or using a more complicated 
formula. The complex 
alternative 
permits dividends to rise by the 
average increase between DM to 1972 
The committee's chairm an, 
Dr. 
Arthur F. Burns, head of the Federal 
Reserve 
Board, 
said 
the 
new 
guidelines “will make it possible for 
many corporations to increase their 
dividend payments significantly this 
year and to a still greater degree next 
year." 
Burns said the move would be of 
particular benefit to die elderly and to 
widows depend u t on dividend income.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The House 
has voted to create an independent 
government corporation to provide 
strictly limited legal services for the 
poor. 
In a session lasting until nearly 
midnight Thursday, the House adopted 
24 amendments to the controversial 
bill, most of them restricting the scope 
of the program 
Legal Services lawyers would In* 
barred from representing clients in 
school desegregation and abortion 
cases, or from lobbying on their behalf 
before legislative bodies. 
The lawyers’ own politics! activities 
would he sharply curtailed under the 
amendments, and the new corporation 
would be prohibited from using legal 
research centers to aid the lawyers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 'Hie United 
States and tile Soviet Union have 
agreed to a joint effort to harness tile 
nuclear reaction that explodes H- 
bom bsas a means to produce virtually 
limitless and pollution-free electricity. 
But, presumably because of military 
rivalries, they will not engage in joint 
research on the newest theoretical 
approach to achieve the goal the use 
of laser beams. 
In theory, th** controlled fusion of 
hydrogen atoms to produce ther­ 
m onuclear energy for electricity 
would I m * easier to achieve with in­ 
tensely I tot laser beams than by older, 
controlled-fusion concepts. 
But, again in theory, tilt* laser-fusion 
concept could also lie employed to 
produce a new kind of 
hydrogen 
weapon th** “laser bomb.” 
And tiu* United States, at least, has 
disclosed that ifs been working for at 
least five years to try to develop such a 
weapon. 
A “laser bomb” would be an H-bomb 
rn winch the intense heat of a laser 
beam perhaps tin* most powerful and 
concentrated form of light in the uni­ 
verse would be used to trigger the 
hydrogen explosives, instead of the A- 
bomb trigger now required.

Land-Use Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has approved a bill to bring an end to 
landscape blight caused by chaotic 
urban sprawl and to protect beaches 
and shorelines. 
E agerly 
sought 
by 
environ­ 
mentalists, the Senate passed the land­ 
e r bill Thursday, 64 to 21. It requires 
the states to establish land-use plans 
within eight years. 
The measure, which now goes before 
the House where similar legislation is 
under study, was substantially un­ 
changed from the version approved by 
the Senate Interior Committee. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Was., 
chairman of the Interior Committee, 
argued for passage on grounds that 
nationwide planning is essential to 
protect America’s natural resources. 
The measure would authorize, over 
an eight-year period, $1 billion for 
land-use planning and $66 million for 
administration, research and training. 
States would receive $920 million for 
developing state and regional plans 
and $80 million would go for Indian 
tribal plans. 
The plans would follow federal 
guidelines aimed at preserving such 
areas of critical environmental con­ 
cern as beaches, jetports, shorelines 
and highway 
interchanges. 
The 
guidelines would be under Interior 
I Apartment supervision. 
A House Interior subcommittee has 
com pleted hearings on land-use- 
planning bills and is expected to 
consider the proposals in mid-July. 
Among the bills before the House 
subcommittee is an Administration 
proposal calling for sanctions against 
noncooperative states, and smaller 
grants than those 
in the Senate 
measure.
